Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the use of excrement in association 
with degrading and dehumanising conduct and sexual conduct. This image is one in a 
batch of ten images that present various persons engaging in coprophiliac activites. 
The image has been created for the purpose of viewer titillation and sexual arousal. 
Therefore, under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classifications Act 1993, 
the computer image file promotes and supports these activities and is deemed to be 
objectionable. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. The classification reflects the concern of 
"a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that promote and 
support the use of excrement in association with degrading and dehumanising conduct 
and sexual conduct. 
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
